suing by. his father, Michael Owens, 

Dunboyne, Co. Meath, claimed 
damages for personal injuries against Dr 
Thomas F. Dillon, Dunboyne. 

The plaintiff's’ case was that, on March 
24 last, he went to Dr. Dillon, who was the 
dispensary doctor for Dunboyne, to procure 
ointment for his father, and was admitted 
to the dispensary by a maid, The doctor 
entered. the waiting room where he was, and, 
he alleged, the doctor so negligently handled 
a bottle containing a dang@rous and noxious 
substance as to cause it to splash into’ the 
plaintiff's eye, damaging it to such an extent 
that it was subsequently found necessary to 
have the eye removed. 

It was also alleged by the. plaintiff that 
the defendant undertook. the treatment and 
care of the injured eye, but treated it with 
such negligence and lack of skill that its 
removal was necessitated. An operation had 
to be performed to make the eye socket more 
suitable for carrying an artificial eye, and a 
further operation would be necessary. 

The defence was a deriial that the boy was 
legally in the portion of the defendant’s 
premises in which the matters complained of 
were alleged to have taken place; that the 
defendant was guilty of negligefce; that he. 
handled the bottle negligently or in a manner 
likely to cause the contents to splash; that 
the boy was his patient, or that the -treat- 
ment he administered was improper or un- 
skilful} or that he was guilty of any negli- 
gence in the manner in which he treated the 
boy. The defendant also said that it was 
not by reason of any negligence or unskilful- 
ness in his capacity as a medical practitioner 
that the boy’s eye had to be removed. 

Mr. McGuckin, K.C., Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
K.C., and Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., 
and Mr. W. L. Sainsbury (instructed by 
Messrs. John Clark and Co.) for the de- 
fendant. 


PLAINTIFF'S CASE 

The plaintiff stated, in evidence, that he 
was sent to the defendant about eleven 
o'clock on the morning ef March 24 last for 
medicine for his father. When he got to 
the doctor’s house he was told that the doctor 
was in bed, and to come back later. He 
went to the village and returned in about 
half an hour. The maid brought him into 
the waiting room attached to the dispensary, 
where she left him to wait for the doctor. 
who came into the room about a quarter cf 
an hour later. The doctor had a bottle in 
his hand, in which there was a glass stopper, 
and he was shaking the bottle. Plaintiff told 
the defendant that he wanted medicine for 
his father, and the doctor said: ‘‘ This is no 
day to come; yesterday was dispensary day.” 
He was shaking the bottle all the time, and 
suddenly the ps Ho stopper flew out and. por- 
tion of the contents went into plaintiff's eye. 
The doctor treated him, sent him home, and 
called to his house later and treated him 
em Next day he was sent to “Navan 

ospital, where the eye was removed ly 
Dr. Monahan. Since then he had ‘got three 
glass eyes, but they would not fit in the 
eye cavity. : 

In reply to Mr. Maguire, for the defendant, 
the plaintiff said that the defendant always 
attended his family, and he always attended 
when he was wanted, : 

Mr. Maguire--Even without a red ticket, 
so that he was attending your family free? 

Plaintiff—Yes. 
,Mr. Maguire read a letter from the plain- 
tiff’s solicitors, in which it was stated that 
when the boy called the defendant lost his 
temper because he wanted to go to the races 
and was being delayed, and he shook the 
iodine bottle so violently that some of it 
spilled on the boy. 

In reply to Mr, Maguire, the plaintiff said 
that he could not remember if he told his 
mother about the doctor saying he was in a 
hurry to go to the races, or that the doctor 
said that he was being delayed. The doctor 
appeared to be in a temper.

At the same moment, the defendant said, 
the boy came across the threshold from the 
waiting room and his face caught some of the 
iodine, some of it entering his eye. He 
treated him. There was no foundation for 
the statement that he had lost his temper and 
shook the bottle under the boy’s nose. 

In reply to Mr. Kingsmill Moore, the wit- 
neSs said that there was a point-to-point race 
i that day about two miles from 
Mullagh, a \“spensary he had to attend from 
12.30 to 1.30 p.m. He had no conversation 
whatever with the boy before the accident. 
The occurrence was purely accidental, and 
would not have occurred only that the boy 
was where he had no right to be. 


QUESTIONS FOR JURY 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that the questions 
which he would put to the jury were:—‘ (1) 
Was the defendant negligent in the handling 
of the bottle? and (2) Did the plaintiff lose 
his eye by reason of such negligence? ”’ 

The jury found that the defendant was 
negligent in the handling of the bottle, and

Mr. Justice O’Byrne entered judgment 
accordingly for the plaintiff, with costs; and 
he entered judgment for the defendant in 
respect of the claim for damages for alleged 
negligence in the treatment of the plaintiff 
subsequent to the negligence in the handling 
of the bottle. 

Mr. Sainsbury asked for a stay of execu- 
tion, as the matter was, he said, a serious 
one for a dispensary doctor.

At a meeting of the Irish Centre of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers in Trinity

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HINTS WORTH REMEMBERING 


Most. people are apt to think that 
economy in the kitchen means the 
scraping and saving of halfpence—it 
would be nearer the mark to say it means 
i of saucepans and saving of time. 
The fact is that the more truly economical 
you are the less you waste labour, time 
and temper. ” 

It does, of course, take some time to 
plan kitchen work—or any household 
work—but ten minutes spent this way will 
mean almost incalculable saving through- 
out the day. Also, fortunately for us, 
ey habits are formed just as easily as 

habits in kitchen work, as in nursery. 
So.if you decide to revolutionise your 
kitchen economy after reading this article, 
remember the first week is the worst! 
When you have acquied the habit of 
putting things in the right places and 
doing things the right way, you can forget 
all about your resolution. 


Reorganization 
First you may have to re-arrange your 
kitchen: a bit. Cooker and sink should 


be close together to save steps. If you can 
do nothing about this seé, at least, that 


‘cooking utensils are near the cooker and 


arranged in order—saucepans hung aécord- 
with appropriate lids above 
an ing ingredients such as salt, 
herbs, flour bin, dripping basin, should 
be on a shelf near by. Bua the drawer 
containing kitchen forks, spoons, fish slice, 
etc., d not be beside the sink ! 

“Another shelf is required near the sink 
for.. soap. washing powders, scouring 
Eraisecseoife cloths, and so on should 
| oy Pew hand from a multiple 
set’ of hooks. And if you do your own 
washing up (or even if you don’t) a plate 


and - rack for draining dishes is 
absolutely invaluable, It almost eliminates 


drying up, for the crockery 
rapid rub just before use. 

In the actual business of cooking the 
following points are well worth remember- 
ing. If you use a three-tier steamer you 
can boil potatoes -in the~ bottom, two 
vegetables and a pudding can be steamed 
on top;.and only one gas jet is used 
instead of four. You can, of course, ring 
the changes in the steamer, and steam 
fish instead of a pudding, for instance.

Oven Economy 


‘Another worth while economy concerns 
the’ oven. @ If you are using the oven to 
cook one thing, plan your menus so that 
several things can be cooked at the same 
time. In this way you will not ortly save 
fuel, but save tle time for cooking next 
day. Fér example, if you are roasting a 
joint on one rack of the oven you can

cold next day. Or you can bake a tart— 
and when making the pastry make some 
extra: it will keep in a cool pantry for 
two or three days. It can be used then 
for cheese straws, tartlets, pastry sand- 
wiches, and so on. 

As to the type of cooker, one with an 
automatic heat control is far the best, 
you know where you are when trying out 
new recipes and it does save fuel. Then, 
the cooker should be cleaned at once after 
use; done like this the cleaning is a quick 
and simple job, whereas if you allow 
grease to accumulate in the oven or on the 
hot plate, the cleaning is an undertaking, 
and meanwhile the cooker fills the kitchen 
with unpleasant smells, and probably con- 
taminates your food. The simplest way 
to clean a stove is with crumpled news- 
paper (the unglazed kind of paper is more 
absorbent) while the metal is still warm. . 


Washing-up 


Crumpled newspaper is also a time and 
hot water saver just before washing up. 
Thoroughly wipe all greasy things with it 
before you wash them. The washing up 
itself, as it is conducted in most kitchens, 
leaves much to be desired in the way of 
economy. First, plates, cups, saucers, 
dishes, knives and silver, should be stacked 
in separate piles. The mere fact 
of handlings things of the same 
size and shape at one go speeds 
the job tremendously. Cups and drinking 
vessels of all kinds should be washed first 
(did you ever try to drink tea from a cup 
washed in greasy water?). Then plates 
and so on. Finally, in fresh hot water 
wash the knives and the silver. Knives 
must not lie in hot water, or the blades 
will part company with the handles in a 
short while; and if silver is dried briskly 
the moment it comes out of hot, soapy 
water it very seidem needs cleaning. 
When ‘you do clean silver use one of the 
new impregnated cloths, and so banish the 
old paraphernalia of paste and brushes 
and the exasperation of trying to get dried 
paste out of inaccessible crannies. 

Cooking and washing-up over, dispose at 
once of scraps and débris.. If you have 
a coke boiler roll the contents of the sink 
drainer in several sheets of newspaper 
and put it on the fire. It will keep the 
coke fire in for hours, besides saving 


space in the bin. 


And if all dust-bins and garbage-bins 
are lined with. paper they will become 
less of an offence to eyes, nose and 
health. In addition, each time they are 
emptied you should burn a couple of 
sheets of newspaper in them, a quick and 


very effective means of disinfecting.

SUGGESTIONS FOR-

Many housewives think with envy of the 
tempting dishes with their delicious sauces 
served in restaurants. The sauce—which 
is so often the making of the dish—may 
seem a very complicated concoction to the 
uninitiated, but once the basic rules of 
sauce-making are grasped the matter 
becomes quite simple. 

Many sauces are based on a plain white 
sauce, and flavoured with grated cheese, 
chopped hard-boiled egg, parsley, anchovy 
esseuce, or: hate sugar added and some 
flavouring, such as almond essence or a 
teaspoonful of rum or brandy. Here is the 
recipe for the plain sauce :— 

1 oz. flour, 1 os. butter, 2 tablespoonfuls 
unsweetened full-cream condensed milk, 
made up to $ pint with water. 

Melt the butter in a saucepan, then 
stir in the flour. Dissolve the condensed 
milk in the water, and add gradually to 
the flour and butter in the saucepan, and 
stir continuously to keep the mixture 
smooth. Bring to the boil, stirring all 
the time. Boil for two minutes. Then 
add whatever flavouring you wish. If a 
savoury sauce is required for fish, add 
seasoning and parsley,, chopped egg, 
anchovy essence, etc. If cheese is used, 
2 ozs, of: grated Cheddar cheese is 
sufficient for this amount of sauce, ‘Served 
plain, seasoned with salt and pepper, this 
sauce is ideal for serving with vegetables, 
such as celery, cauliflower or seakale. 

HOoLLANDAISE SAUCF, 

A little of this sauce served with fried 
fillets of plaice or sole, or with boiled 
artichokes, is delicious— 

4 tablespoontuls vinegar, 4 peppercorns 
(ground finely), 4 tablespeonfuls water, 
2 yolks of eggs, 2 ozs. butter, seasoning. 

Simmer the vinegar and peppercorns In 
a small saueepan until they are reduced 
to 1 tablespoonful. -Add the water and 
the beaten yolks of the eggs. Stir over a 
slow heat, and add the butter gradually in 
small pieces. Season to taste and serve at 
once. ae

W KE are told by many household experts | 
that it is not necessary to walk more 
than fifty-five feet or work for more than 
eleven minutes to prepare a family 
breakfast. This economy of time has been 
brought about, by careful planning of the 
kitchen and the proper use of labour- 
saving devices. 

. I think I can go one better than these 
experts. 

An ideal breakfast for two. can be pre- 
pared sitting at the breakfast table, and 
involving only two trips from the kitchen 
to the dining-room, if you have an 
electrical-appliance mind and two power 
plugs installed near your table. 

The first tray should have on it all the 
appliances required for the preparation of 
the meal. For instance, if you are having 
bacon, toast and coffee, it should be loaded 
with the electric coffee percolator (already 
filled) and toaster and the electric table- 
cooker which grills direct on the plate as 
well as the bread and the bacon and eggs. 

If the menu is boiled eggs, toast and 
tea, the first tray should have on it an 
electrical. egg boiler, toaster and kettle, 
and the eggs; bread and tea caddy. 

A small hot plate and. a minute frying 
pan are all you need for scrambling eggs 
or making omelettes, and an egg-poacher 
used. over the same hot plate makes a 
poached .egg breakfast possible. 


THE SECOND TRAY 


As soon as the first tray-load is through 
to the diningroom, plug in and switch on 


the rack on top of the toaster. 


the percolator or kettle and go back for the 
second tray set with the china and cutlery, 
butter, marmalade, milk, sugar and the 
other oddments. 

Then lay the table, and make the toast 
while the coffee percolates or the kettle 
boils, and keep the toast hot by putting 
Lastly, so 
that everything is piping hot at the right 
moment, prepare the main dish (using the 
toaster connection if your power plugs are 
limited), and then eat it as soon as it is 
cooked. 

For those who like to start their meal 
with fruit or fruit juice, a fruit press may 
be included on the first tray load. If you 
prefer grapefruit served in the skin, it is 
best to prepare the fruit the night before 
—with the help of a grapefruit or orange 
knife—and leave it in the refrigerator or 
larder overnight, so that the sugar im- 
pregnates the whole flavour. 


MODERN DESIGN 


Surely there is no simpler way of pre- 
paring breakfast, and I certainly cannot 
think of a more attractive and appetising 
way of serving one. Each and every one 
of the appliances I have mentioned are 
modern in design, and their gleaming

The awakening of Irishwomen is 
sure to come in the near future, when 
they must take their places irrespective 
of party or politics, which was found 
essential during the struggle for the 
suffrage. With the rumblings one hears. 
this movement is not far off, although 
lack of presen® organisation must retard 
its success and until. women become 
independent of the various parties, as 
was found imperative in the English and 
American national organisations, 


Are Irishmen Anti-F eminist ? 


“This is a man-run country is a 
remark I frequently hear. I wonder is 
this true. Ireland is at present repre- 
sented in the Dail by but three women 
deputies. I mean no reflection on the 
abilities of these ladies in saying that 
their chief asset to their parties is their 
name. There is not a woman on the 
Bench, and to. imagine a woman being 
chosen for such a position would seem 
ludicrous to most of the members in the 
Government. Yet women made excellent 
Judges during the time of the first. Dail. 
I heard it said that one woman who 
acted in the “bad time” had the 
mind of a Brehon, and was able to settle 
disputes which had been held up for years 
awaiting judgment. The serious condi- 
tions in the country at present, and the 
need for .reform, is chiefly voiced by 
clergymen and the judges administering

“TOO LONG DELAYED” 


Mr. 6V. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) weleomed 
the introduction of the bill, which, he said, 
had been too long delayed. His complaint 
was that the bill did not go far enough, It 
did not protect the Post Office monopoly.

Mr. D. MORRISSEY (U-1., Tipperary) said 
that the postal workers should have a decent 
wage, whether in the working of the Post 
Office there was a surplus or deficit. 

Mr. J. COBURN (U.I., Louth) said that 
the Government should bring in a compre- 
hensive measure dealing with the work and 
workers of the Post Office in general. What 
was the loss involved throuch firms with 
branches in England posting their letters 
there to enjoy the cheaper postage rates’ 
His chief objection to the measure was on 
the grounds that it was piecemeal legislation. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. OSCAR TRAYNOR, Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, said that the question of 
deliveries in rural places was under continual 
observation by the department. There was 
no question of the secrecy of the post being 
invaded whatsoever. The Post Office had no 
power to open letters. If the necessity arose 
they would have to go to the Minister for 
pew and secure a warrant for the purpose. 

o show that the Post Office was run as an 
efficient concern he quoted figures which 
showed that while in 1922/23 there had been 
a deficit in the working of the Post Office 
amounting to £1,108,260, the year 71931/32 
showed a surplus of £66.947, which was 
increased to £317,812 in 1935/36. 

A reduction of the rate of postage here to 
that obtaining in England would mean a loss 
of £270,009 to the Post Office, while a reduc- 
tion of the printed paper rate would mean a 
loss of £7,000. The internal parcel-post rates 
were reduced last year, and were now nearly 
the same as the British rates. The loss would 
exceed the anticipated profit of the Depart- 
ment for the current :year of £200,000—and 
would put the Department back on a non- 
paying basis. The reduction of postage would 
ead only to a negligible increase in the sale 
of stamps. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 57 votes to 42.

The nature and volume of motor traffic are 
now such that, in the interests of life and 
property, the human powers of observation, 
judgment and reaction are taxed to the limit, 
said Mr. B. Maxted, B.E., of Rugby, in the 
course of an address to the IJlluminating 
Enginearing Society in Dublin last night. 

At might this vital sequence could be 
initiated only by adequate lighting, }-ro- 
ceeded Mr. Maxted, whose subject was “he 
Electric Discharge Lamp in Street Lighting.” 
There were two main schools of thought 
regarding methods of providing effective 
visibility. The older. relied upon direct 
illumination; the newer upon _ silhouette 
vision. In this method the horizontal 
surfaces of the street were rendered bright 
without highly. illuminating the objects on 
the carriage-way. In applying the silhouette 
visibility principle it was the object of the 
lantern designer to produce the largest and 
most useful shape of bright patch, and of the 
installation designer so to place the units 
that from the normal position of the observer 
the bright patches were-formed on the. vital 
parts of the carriage-way and coalesced to 
give as uniform a road brightness as possible. 
Mr. H. H. Ruff, A.M.LE.E., Rugby, spoke 
on ‘*Modern Electric Discharge Lamps,’ and 
a film was shown illustrating the points made 
by the lecturers.

street Fire Inquiry in the Four Courts yester- 
day. 

Conflictin evidence was referred to by 
Mr. McGuckin, K.C. (for the next-of-kin of 
Firemen MeArdle and Malone), who pointed 
to the difference between the evidence of 
Fireman Reddy and the turncocks, Hughes, 
O'Brien and Dunne. Somebody was telling 
lies, and it was necessary that the person 
telling lies should be ascertaimed. 

Fireman Reddy said that he rang up the 
turncock at Leeson street, immediately on 
being notified of the fire and _ turncogk 
O’Brien’s evidence that on the night of the 
fire he (witness) admitted he had forgotten 
to ring up Leeson street was untrue. The 
‘witness suggested that there was a con- 
spiracy between the turncocks (Hughes, 

Brien and Dunne) to tell lies against him. 

Fireman Murray stated that he was.on the 
second turn-out on the night of the fire, and 
when he came downstairs in the station 
Fireman Reddy told him he had put all the 
calls in the book. 


VALVE NOT OPENED 


Thomas Clarke, turncock, described how 
he had imspected valves at Merrion street, 
Baggot street and Holles street, and found 
them all open. The only valve he did not 
find open was that at Lower Erne street and 
Pearse street, which he opened. He met 
O'Brien at about 11.45, and O’Brien told him 
that he was not surprised at the lack of 
water when Leeson street was not notified. 
He met Hughes, who told him that he had 
not got a report until 11.15 p.m. 

In reply to Mr. Kelly, K.C. (for the 
Attorney-General), the witnéss said he had 
heard talk about the valve at the bank and 
Lombard street not having been opened. He 
did not try.to open that valve, because it 
had not been opened for years and he did 
not think it would make any difference. He 
felt it would be corroded and would not 
open.

DEPUTY’S REQUEST FOR 
AN INQUIRY

Mr. P. BURKE (U.I., Clare) asked the 
Minister for Local Government and Publie 
Health, in the Dail yesterday, whether he 
was aware that the damage recently done by 
the sea at Lahinch showed that the threat 
from the sea to that popular seaside resort 
was increasing, and that it threatened the 
destruction of the livelihood of a Jarge number 
of people. He also asked whether the Minister 
would set up a special committee to inquire 
into the matter, with a view to seeing what 
steps should be taken and what finances 
allotted to safeguard the village and the 
interest of the local inhabitants. 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY replied that no 
recent representations jn regard to that 
matter had been made to his Department. 
He had no power to appoint a special com- 
nuttee. 


LOST SHEEP 


The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE (Mr. P. J. 
RUTTLEDGE) was asked by Mr. SEAN 
BRODERICK (U.I., Galway) whether he 
was aware that 61 sheep, the property of 
Mr. F. Fury, Currandulla, Galway, were 
stolen on the night of September 9, 1936: 
from lands within 200 yards of the local 
Civic Guards’ station, and whether he would 
trace what steps had been taken by the 
Guards to trace the sheep. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that he had re- 
ceived a police report on the matter. The 
Guards had made an exhaustive investigation, 
but, so far, without success. 

Mr. SEAN MacENTEE (Minister for 
Finance), replying to Mr, H. M. DOCKRELL 
(U.T., County Dublin) said that the number 
of liquor licences issued in the Free State 
during the year ended ólst March, 1936, was 
16,023. The number of registered clubs in 
the Free State in respect of which “ club 
duty ” was paid, during the same period, was 
253; and the amount of “ club money ” paid 
by the registered clubs was £2,230 3s. 6d. 


JUVENILE DELINQUENTS 


Mr. DERRIG, Minister for Education, 
replying to Mr. Dillon, said that many of the 
recommendations made by the Cussen Com- 
mittee on Juveniie Delinquents did not re- 
quire legislation to enable them to be brought 
into operation, and these were at present 
being considered by his Department with a 
view to seeing how soon, and to what extent, 
they might be adopted. 

In reply to the same denuty, Mr. DERRIG 
said that efforts were being made to obtain 
better ac ommodation than the premises used 
as a place of detention for boys at Summer- 
hill, brt that these efforts had not yet been 
enccessful. Arrangements were being made 
as from the end of the present month to 


provide a separate place of detention in 
Dublin for innior boys—under ten years of 
age.

ESSENTIAL IRISH 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sra,—‘‘ In Ireland there is far too much | 
freedom of language and not nearly enough 
freedom of speech!’ This was said by poor 
Tom Kettle more than twenty years ago, but 
-it is still true to-day. 

I believe that nine out of every ten men 
of ordinary practical common sense are en- 
tively against the spending of millions of ' 
money on the hopeless attempt to revive the 
Gaelic tongue as the spoken language of the 
people. But they do not speak out. i 
are afraid of being called “ unpatriotic,’ 
‘* Imperialists,’’ ‘‘ West Britons.” Yet 
language is not necessarily a function of 
nationality. We can be good Irishmen and 
seit of our country though we speak the 
anguage enriched by such writers as Burke, 
Goldsmith, Swift, Sheridan, Wilde, Moore, 
Shaw, Yeats, and many others. The natives 
of the Channel Islands are of French descent, 
They speak the langage of their ancestors, 
and yet they are obstinately loyal to the 
British Crown. 

In the case of 99 per cent. of our people 
our native language is the lxnguage learned 
at our mother’s knee, aud if our rulers de- 
cided to spend on the teaching of Irish as 
many millions as Britain is going to spend 
on armaments they would never succeed in 
ousting English as a spoken language and 
putting Trish in its place. If they did suc- 
ceed, and put back the clock by 700 years, 
should be any better off? 

Fourteen or fifteen years ago this com- 
pulsory Irish was costing the country about 
£250,000 a year. It is more now. Can we 
afford it? We need money to foster our 
industries, to help our struggling farmers, to 
pay the unemployment grants, but, above 
all, to sweep away the slums in our big 
cities, where the lives of men. women and 
children are being poisoned by the conditions 
under which they are compelled to live! 

Why does not the Labour Party speak out 
and try to stop this squandering of public 
money on a useless and impossible ideal ? 

The answer is that “in Ireland there is 
far too.much freedom of language and not 
nearly enough freedom of speech.’’—Yours,

TO THE EDITOR OF TUB IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As one who possesses a fairly good 
knowledge of the Irish language afd litera- 
ture I wish to express my agreement with 
everything said by Mr. MacDermot in the 
Dail last night, except his statements con- 
cerning the teachers of Irish in the univer- 
sities. In this the deputy is mistaken, but 
his other statements are perfectly true. The 
culture of a people is mirrored in the lan. 
guage of that people. If the Irish language 
is the ‘‘sole depository of Irish culture,” 
Irish culture must be very primitive and un- 
worthy of any people but those who have 
‘not known civilisation as it is to-day. Mr. 
MacDermot rightly points out that Irish cul- 
ture is also shown in the writings in 
English of many Irishmen. 

Again, he points out that having an Trish 
language can in no way stop the influx of 
‘“‘foreign undesirable ideas.” Reason is their 
cause, and no language can de away with 
reason. 

The deputy points out, quite correctly, 
that many of the classical Irish works are 
inaccessible to ordinary students. The price 
of such books is fabulous, and, surely, the 
Government, which has the Irish language at 
heart, should come to the aid of scholars who 
desire to study classical Irish. With regard 
to the teaching of all subjects through the 
medium of Irish, I firmly believe that it is 
‘‘a sorry state. From experience I know 
that the ignorance of everyday things in 
pupils who have been taught through this 
medium is colossal. Such pupils certainly 
have a good knowledge of modern Trish, but 
their use of English is deplorable,:and I 
doubt if even any of the Irish language re- 
vivalists will deny that English is the 
greatest’ language possessed by this world. 

Finally, if all these dreams of the re- 
vivalists come true we shall be further away 
than ever before from having a united Ire- 
land. ‘The Irish language shall prove itself 
the greatest barrier. 

In conclusion, let me say that I sincerely 
hope that Mr. MacDermot and myself are 
not the only wise ones in this country who 
can see further than their noses — Yours, etc.,

JAPANESE MISSION FOR 
- ENGLAND AND U.S.A.

Moves to develop Japan’s trade relations 
with foreign countries, including Great 
Britain and the United States of America, 
were reported to-day. 

According to the Nichi Nichi newspaper 
the Prime Minister, General Hayashi, 
to-day asked Mr. Chokiuro Kadono to 
head an economic mission to England and 
the United States of America. 

The paper adds that Mr. Kadono, a 
prominent industrialist, who was a 
Japanese delegate to the World Economic 
Conference in London, is likely to accept 
the offer. 

It is understood that the mission will 
leave Japan in March, proceeding to 
Eneland via the United States. 

The mission also will visit Germany to 
represent Japan at the Conference of the 
International Chamber of Commerce. 

At the same time it was reported that 
negotiations are te begin shortly between 
Japan and Australia for a treaty of com- 
merce and navigation. 

According to the Domei Agency Japan 
is aiming at a cemprehensive commercial 
treaty providing for most-favoured-nation 
treatment, to which would be annexed the 
recently concluded agreement for exchange 
of Australian wool for “Japanese cotton 
piece goods and rayon fabric on a barter 
basis.

There seems to be little doubt that the 
Spanish Civil War (Non-intervention) Bill 
will become law, if not to-day, within the 
very near future. President de Valera 
has not spoken better for a long time past 
than in the speech wherewith he moved 
the second reading yesterday. It was not 
an occasion for impassioned appeals, but 
for plain facts ; and he set forth the plain 
facts of the situation with lucidity and 
quiet force. The bill, according to Presi 
dent de Valera, is the only contribution

that Saorstát Hireann can make “ towards 
bringing the present conflict in Spain to 
an end, and preventing that conflict from 
spreading beyond Spain and thus en- 
dangéring the peace of Europe.” The

prejudice does not arise. It is unquestion- 
ably true, as certain members observed, 
that the greater part of the Irish people 
sympathises with General Franco’s cause, 
and is anxious to see him acknowledged 
as the rightful ruler of Spain. It is true 
also that this country, if free to indulge 
its inclinations, would send far more 
volunteers to General Franco’s forces than 
to those of Sefior Caballero’s Government. 
The fact remains that the despatch of 
volunteers to either side, and from any 
country, is fraught with danger to Spain 
and to Kurope. Nobody can say how far 
the presence of German and Italian troops 
on General Franco’s side, and of Russian 
experts and. munitions on the Spanish 
Government’s side, has contributed 
already to the protraction of the civil war 
—or, worse, to what extent it has exacer- 
bated the bitterness of the struggle. The 
harm which has been done cannot be un- 
done now, but it is the plain duty of every 
Government to prevent any further harm. 
So long as a single nation, however small, 
denies its consent to the '' Non-interven 
tion ” Pact of last August, and declines to 
be bound thereby, so long every other 


nation can claim the right at any moment 


_to repudiate its obligations under the pact 


and to ship citizens to Spain. If Ireland 
should refuse her consent, Russia would 
have a perfect excuse to withhold her 
consent also, 

The actual text of the bill 
leave no loophole for evasion. It positively 
forbids any citizen of Saorstát Kireann 
to enlist with the forces of either belli- 
gerent, to aid or abet enlistment, or to 
recruit for service in Spain. It forbids 
any citizen to leave the Free State for 
Spain, and it forbids the citizen of any 
other country to leave the Free State for 
Spain unless he possesses a passport of 
his own nation, expressly authorising him 
to go. An erception to the general rule 
is made in the case of Red Cross units, 
whose departure may be licensed by the 
Minister for Justice; and such licences, 
we have no doubt, will be granted readily 
to the ambulances of the Irish Christian 
Front, whose merciful venture thus will 
suffer no hindrance. We do not think 
that any reasonable person in the whole 
Free State can quarrel with the purpose 
or wording of the bill, It is part of a 
world-wide effort to deliver Europe from 
immense peril. So long as the various 
nations continue to participate actively 
in the Spanish conflict there remains the 
awful possibility that a far wider area 
than Spain will become itself involved in 
war. Rightly or wrongly, the issue in 
Spain is ed to lie between Fascism 
and Communism. It may be true hat 
General Franco has little or no love for 
Fascism, and that the millions of 
Spaniards who remain loyal to Sefior 
Caballero spurn and detest the ideals of 
Communism or Anarchism. It is not what 
the Spaniards think that matters in the 
long run ; it is what the other and stronger 
nations think, or profess to think.

Some doubt still exists concerning 
Portugal’s attitude to ‘‘non-interven- 
tion,” but, with that exception, every 
nation both approves the principle, and 
is putting it into efiect by. means of a 
ban on the enlistment of its nationals for 
service in Spain. To complain, therefore, 
that the Free State is ‘‘obeying the 
crack of the British whip ” is the purest 
nonsense. We congratulate Mr. de 
Valera’s Government on its clear vision 
and on its willingness to act in concert 
with the whole civilised world. A victory 
for one Spanish side or the other may be 
a source of grief to Irishmen, according 
to their views on abstract politics; but 
Spain’s government is none of Ireland’s 
business. The Spaniards have a right, as 
President de Valera pointed out last 
night, to settle their differenees free from 
outside interference, and ‘‘ to work out for 
themselves the government most suited to 
their own ideals and opinions.’’ If either 
side gains victory as a result of foreign 
aid, it will be able to maintain its hold 
upon power only by the continuance of 
foreign aid~which will be the deepest of 
all humiliations to patriotic Spaniards— 
or else. the victorious Government, once 
the foreign aid is withdrawn, will be in 
an unenviably ‘weak position. A Govern- 
ment that is foisted upon Spain either by 
Communist Russia or by Fascist Germany 
and Italy can have little chance to repre- 
sent the people’s true feelings. Our chief 
eoncern, however, is not. for Spain, but 
for Ireland and the rest of the world. 
Thus far the common-sense of certain 
countries has confined the conflict within 
Spain’s own borders, and has postponed 
the danger of a European war. It is above 
xll things essential that this restriction 
shall be maintained. If a ban on volun- 
teers hurts—as it probably does hurt—the 
conscience of many Irishmen, they must 
recognise that the Free State Government 
is playing a small, but vital, part in pre- 
serving the world’s peace.

The atmosphere of England shows 
little trace of the blustering gusts of 
military: preparation and martial clamour 
which forcibly impress anyone who 
Thus it would seem that 
in many foreign quarters the White 
Paper’s reference to a contemplated ex- 
penditure of £1,500,000,000 in five years 
on its current programme has only now 
brought home the immense, if unob- 
trasive, activity which is in progress 
here. It is likewise possible—if less pos- 
sible since the speech of the Co-ordinating 
Minister—that the debate of the last two 
days and the criticism directed against 
any financing of defence by loan may 
lead other countries to under-estimate the 
great volume of public opinion which now 
supports tae Government’s measures of 
re-armament. 

The debate, as Sir Thomas Inskip 
rightly maintained, has really been more 
significant for its signs of profound agree- 
ment on principle than for its natural 
divergence of view on method, and its 
bés, io natural demand for assurances on 
policy. Such criticism is essentially 
healthy. It not always comfortable to 
hear, it carries a comforting promise, 
lacking in the States where criticism is 
stifled, that the measures of re-armament 
will produce effective security, and the 
dangers of their abuse be checked. The 
British lion being largely free from an 
exaggerated sense of racial dignity, 1s 
disposed to take tail-twisting lightly, 
when assured that this is merely a playful 
sport. But the attitude has changed with 
the growing conviction that the erectness 
of its tail forms the mainstay of peace in 
Europe. 

There was much leeway te make up 
when the first White Paper of 1935 intro- 
duced the new re-armament programme, 
and disclosed to the public the outline 
of our deficiencies. In the process of 
repailing them in haste, it is inevitablo 
that there should have been delays in 
production, waste of money, and want of 

ciency in some directions, due to in- 
adequate time and staff for thinking out 
the complex problems involved.

A N estmate of one hundred and fifty-two 
thousand pounds for Coronation ex- 
penses is included in a supplementary civil 
vote for two million nine hundred and 
eighty-eight thousand five hundred ani 
forty pounds issued to-day. The cost of 
preparing Westminster Abbey, erecting an 
annex, and the provision of stands amounts 
to one hundred and fifty thousand =" 
while expenses for the Earl Marshal’s office 
and miscellaneous matters will cost two 
thousand pounds. Further estimate for 
the preparation of the Abbey will be 
issued after March 3ist, and the receipts 
for the sale of seats to be erected along 
the route will be appropriated in aid of 
that vote. According to the statement by 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the anticipated 
revenue from the sale of seats in Govern- 
ment stands will be sixty-seven thousand 
pounds, while the cost will be one hundred 
and thirty-five thousand pounds, leaving 
a deficit to be made up by the Treasury. 
The Italo-Abyssinian war cost the country 
nearly one hundred thousand pounds ex- 
enditure, Malta forty thousand pounds, 
omaliland thirty thousand pounds, Kenya 
twenty-four thousand five hundredand thirty 
ounds, and Aden eight hundred pounds. 
Ts has been decided that the Palestine 
Government shall in principle be liable tor 
all the excess cost of the troops in Pales- 
tine and half the excess cost of the Rova! 
Air Force stationed in Palestine ard 
Transjordan, also the capital cost of wor«s 
services in Palestine. The excess cost of 
army troops in Palestine is eight hundred 
and thirty-one thousand five hundred 
pounds. The original provision was 
one hundred and nineteen thousand five 
hundred pounds; the revised provision is 
nine hundred and fifty-one thousand 
pounds.

Premier's Retirement

Colville having been at the Treasury only 
since last October, possibly he will prefer 
to see the measure go up to the House of 
Lords. Another point is that the new 
Premier will make a number of changes in 
the Cabinet and in the Government gener- 
ally. and this is a matter which is always 
done with greater ease when Parliament is 
not sitting. 


Stock Exchange Uneasiness 


The fall in Government securities, due 
in some measure to the Armaments Loan, 
has given rise to much discussion in the 
City of London, but the feeling is that 
there will be a recovery before long once 
the shock of the great sum required has 
become lessened.

Belgian Defence 


In the general rush for armaments 
Belgium and Holland are compelled to 
stand aloof, but it is the former who are 
most alarmed by the arms race. Recognis- 
ing that they cannot defend themselves 
against all possible invaders, the Belgian 
Government are likely to make a definite 
appeal to Great Britain, France and 
Germany, asking that these three countries 
should give a formal and solemn under- 
taking to respect the independence and 
integrity of its territory. The scrap of 
paper so often spoken of during the Great 
War was torn up when Germany invaded 
Belgium, but in view of the German de- 
claration that it will in future respect 
treaties there seems to be a possibility 
that Belgium may get what she desires. 
She already has had assurance from 
France and Great Britain, though these 
may not take the form of solemn treaties. 


Empire Air Services 


Negotiations are still being carried 
between the Air Ministry and the Ports- 
mouth City Council with regard to the 
proposed base for Empire flying services 
at Langstone, and it is probable that the 
original scheme will be proceeded with.

PURPOSE OF THE MEASURE 


Mr. DE VALERA said:—The object 
of this bill is to give effect to the agree. 


ment reached at the International Non- 
Intervention Committee on the 17th of 
this month—namely, that the Governments 


who are parties to the non-intervention 


policy should, as. from midnight on 
February 20-21, extend the non-inter- 
vention agreement to cover recruitment in 


transit’ through, or departure from, their 
respective countries of persons of non- 
Spanish nationality proposing to proceed 
to Spain or Spanish dependencies fer the 
purpose of taking service in the present 
civil war. 

It will be remembered that in August 
of Jast year, on the initiative of the 
French Government, the Internationa] 
Non-Intervention Committee was estab 
lished. The Government of Saorstat 


Fireann became a member of that Com- | 


mittee in the belief that the policy of 
non-intervention was best in tle interests 
of Spain itself, as well as in the interests 
of European peace. The Governments 
represented on the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee decided towards the end of September 
to prohibit the export of arms and 
ammunition to Spain from their respective 
countries, 


VOLUNTEERS AND ARMS 


It is common knowledge that the pro- 
hibition of exports has not been. strictly 
adhered to. It is also well known that 
during the last three or four months con- 
siderable numbers of volunteers from 
various countries have joined the armies 
of the two parties in Spain. No matter 
on what side in the present conflict one’s 
sympathies may lie—and there can be 
little doubt on which side is the sympathy 
of the majority of the people of this 
country—there must be a general desire 
to see the present conflict in Spain brought 
to a speedy conclusion. The Governments 
represented on the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee, realising that so long as arms and 
ammunition were imported into Spain, 
and that volunteers from various countries 
could join the ranks of either party, the 
present war in Spain was likely to 
continue almost indefinitely. 

Apart from the fact that the continuance 
of the war would entail increasing loss of 
life and property, the presence of foreign 
volunteers in Spain greatly increased the 
danger of an international incident which 
might seriously affect the peace of Europe. 
The Governments represented on the Non- 
Intervention Committee accordingly agreed 
that they would prohibit their nationals 
from taking part in the civi! war on either 
side. They also agreed to assist in the 
supervision of land and sea frontiers of 
Spain in order to prevent the exportation 
of arms and ammunition to that country. 


THE ONLY CONTRIBUTION 


The Government of Saorstat Eireann 
have agreed to the proposals of the Non- 
Intervention Committee because they 
believe it is the only contribution that the 
Saorstat can make towards bringing the 
present conflict in Spain to an end, and 
preventing that conflict from spreading 
beyond Spain and thus endangering the 
peace of Europe. The Government of the 
Saorstat also believe that it is better for 
the Spanish people to settle their differ- 
ences free from outside interference, and 
work out for themselves the form of 
Government most suited to their own 
ideals and opinions. Clearly it is only 
such a Government that can last there. 
It is-íor these reasons that the Dail is 
being asked to pass the present bill. 

It is quite clear from the text of the 
bill what steps it is proposed to take, and 
I do not feel that any explanation of the 
various sections is called for. There is one 
section, however, to which I should like 
to draw attention—I refer to Section 10, 
which gives power to the Executive Council 
to prevent the export from Saorstat 
Eireann of articles which, in its opinion, 
are instruments of war or war material. 
Deputies may be aware that by Section 16 
of the Firearms Act, 1925, the export of 
arms and munitions from Saorstat Eireann 
is prohibited, unless licensed by the 
Minister for Justice. The Firearms Act, 
however, does not cover all implements 
and materials of war. The International 
Non-Intervention Committee are anxious 
that the prohibition regarding the export 
of arms and war materia] should cover all 
classes of arms and of war material. 


APPEAL TO THE HOUSE 


The PRESIDENT, continuing, said 
that for the reasons mentioned he pro- 
posed: the second reading. He would, how- 
ever, like to ask the House to’ enable the 
Government to meet the wishes, so far as 
it was possible, of the Non-Intervention 
Committee by making the bill effective, 
and to give the Government the necessary 
powers to prevent the enlistment of 
volunteers and the export of war 
materials to Spain, as from midnight on 
Saturday. He h the House would 
facilitate him, as he did not like to ask 
the House to eome back on Saturday. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the Spanish 
war would be on for a long time. The 
House had got through very little Govern- 
ment business since the Christmas recess, 
and now they were being asked to sit 


— 


longer than the ordinary parliamentary 
time in order to bring about business 
that did not appear to matter tuppence 
In European affairs. What business was 
going to be done during the ordinary 
parliamentary time next week which 
would prevent this bill going through ? 
What, was going to be the effect on the 
position in Europe if they did not pass 
the bill until next Wednesday or Thurs- 
day? , 

Mr. DE VALERA said that his only 
desire to get the bill through by Satur- 
day was to fall in with the agreement 
reached by the Non-Intervention Commit- 
tee. It might not matter a great deal in 
this country, but it might to Spain and 
other countries in Europe, that all the 
Governments concerned should unifor- 
mally come to an arrangement by which 
the enlistment of volunteers and the ex- 
port of war materials to Spain should 
be prevented. He did not, he said, wish 
to rush the House, and if the Opposition 
were opposed to that arrangement they 
could deal with it on Wednesday. They 
should, he thought, co-operate with other 
nations in getting this thing effected. If 
the Opposition were not prepared for 
this course he would simply have to give 
way. 


BOTCHED SITUATION 


Mr. MULCAHY said that they had 
been asked to sit specially in this 
country to bring themselves into direct 
line with other groups of statesmen in 
Europe, who, from their point of view, 
had botched the situation in Europe. 
The President might have information to 
take that impression from their minds. 
The President was being asked to meet the 
wishes of the House and the country by 
certain ways in the amendments, If the 
President met the House in the way the 
amendment asked then it might be quite 
easy to wind up the discussion on this 
matter quickly. If the attitude of the 
President was that he was not prepared to 
meet tho Opposition on the amendments, 
then, in justice to the House and the 
country, they ought to have a further 
period in which to discuss the bill. 

Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT (Ind., Ros- 
common)—Is the President aware that 
statements were made in the public Press 
to-day that a German ship is expected on 
our coast within the next couple of days 
to collect another contingent of Irish 
volunteers for Spain? 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tipperary )— 
Is that an argument for rushing the bill? 

Mr. MacDERMOT—It is not an argu- 
ment at all: it is a question. 


DEFENDING CHRISTIANITY 


Mr. BELTON (Ind., Dublin) said that 
there was no need to rush the bill. The 
President had asked them to forego what 
they were asked in schoo]: to defend their 
religion with their lives if it was 
threatened. It was to defend Christianity 
and the Catholic religion that 2,000 Irish- 
men were in the trenches to-night before 
Madrid. (Government laughter.) He said 
that the need for urgency was at the 
behest of the Non-Intervention Committee, 
composed of the Radical, Socialist, and 
Communis¢ nations of Europe—— 

Mr. DE VALERA‘—Is that all? 

Mr. BELTON—That’s all. (Laughter.) 
Proceeding, he said that the President or 
any other representative of this country 
had any seat on that Committee, and 
he wanted them to rush the bill because 
he had been ordered by the Committee, or 
presumably had given a promise to them. 

‘We can take our time in this affair 
with the danger of volunteers going to 
Spain. Good luck to them, and I hope 
they get there.”’ 

Loud laughter from the Government 
benches greeted this remark. 

Mr. BELTON went on to say that they 
could finish the bill next week as well 
as by sitting late on Friday or Saturday 
and nothing terrible would happen. He 
hoped the President did not feel the wrath

THE NEED FOR HASTE 
Professor O'SULLIVAN (U.I., Kerry)

is a short measure of eleven sections. 
As the title indicates, it is intended 
to enable the Free State Government 
to carry out its obligations, inter- 
nationally undertaken, in regard to 
the civil war in Spain, and, in par- 
ticular, to prohibit citizens of the 
Free State from taking part in that 
war. 

The measure, unless expressly prolonged, 
will expire in six months, It will come 
into operation on a day to be fixed by the 
Executive Council, and it applies to all 
belligerents taking part in the war. 

Provision is made for the licensing and 
certification of units of the Red Cross for 
service with either side. 

It shall not be lawful for any citizen 
of the Free State, who is not at the passin, 
of the Act a member of any of the bell. 
gerent forces, to accept or obtain, or seek 
to obtain, any commission or engagement 
with the military forces of either belli- 
gerent, or to induce, or attempt to induce, 
any other person to get such commission, 
or to aid or abet to get such, or to aid 
their departure from the Free State for 
the purpose of serving with any of the 
belligerent forces. 

Restrictions on the departure of Free 
State citizens to Spain are imposed. Any 
person going to Spain will be obliged to 
have a passport issued by the Minister for 
External Affairs, and such passport must 
be duly endorsed as valid in Spain or 
Spanish territory. Nationals of other 
countries must also have passports issued 
by the proper authorities of his own 
country and duly éndorsed as valid in 
Spain. : Pie 

The selling of tickets to Spain is pro- 
hibited, unless the intending traveller 
produces a properly authenticated pass- 
port. i 

The Executive Council has power to 
prohibit the exportation to Spain of any 
material which, in their opinion, 1s 
material or implements of war. . 

For breaches of the Act penalties may 
be inflicted up to £500, with or without 
imprisonment for two years; or, on 
summary conviction, a fine not exceeding 
£50, with or without six months’ im- 
prisonment.

Franco's Government, and what decision 
they had reached in each case. 

Mr. DE VALERA replied—The present 
policy of Saorstat Éireann, as a member of 
the European community of nations, 1s to 
take its share in establishing and main- 
taining peace and stability. in pursuance 
of that policy it is our intention to follow 
the normal rules relating to the recogni- 
tion which the deputy will find formulated 
generally in Deputy MacDermot s question 
of yesterday. Any departure from those 
rules, based on long experience, would be 
moro likely to do harm than good. That 
is the view of practically all tho States 
of the world. i 

Diplomatic relations between this 
country and Spain were established on 3rd 
September, 1935—that is, long before the 
events leading to the present terrible 
conditions. ‘The assumption that Govern- 
ments in diplomatic relations with Spain 
condone the horrors which have been com- 
mitted against nuns, priests and civilians, 
simply because they have not formally 
accredited their representatives to General 
Franco’s Government, is without founda- 


ton. 

Mr. DILLON asked whether the Presi- 
dent thought it desirable and expedient to 
maintain diplomatic relations with a 
Government notoriously communistic and 
primarily concerned in Spain to drive 
religion out of that country, and to deny 
the very existence of God? 

Mr, DE VALERA—My answer explains 


that. : 
Mr. DILLON—Does the President 

decline to answer? 
Mr. DE VALERA—I have nothing 


further to add. 


THE MINISTER TO SPAIN 


On behalf of Mr. Cosgrave, Mr. DILLON 
asked the President whether the Minister 
accredited to the Spanish Government had 
resumed his diplomatic functions ; whether 
he had been asked to report on conditions 
in Spain ; whether he had sent in any such 
report ; and whether the Executive Council 
would furnish any report to the Dail. 

Mr. DE VALERA replied—Our Minister 
to Spain has been sent to St. Jean de Luz, 
in French territory, where a number of 
the representatives resident in Madrid are 
now stationed. He will be able from there 
to keep in touch with both sides, and safe- 

uard, as far as possible, the interests of 
Trish citizens in all parts of Spain. Our 
representative will, of course, supply us 
with reports on the situation as he finds 
it, but the restriction imposed on freedom 
of movement br the existing circumstances 
must necessarily narrow the scope of these 


reports. : 

Mr. DILLON said that, as the President, 
had stated that our Minister would be able 
to keep in touch with both sides, he would 
like to be informed whether it was the

EASURES to prevent profiteer- 

ing, with fines and imprison- 
ment as the penalty, were approved 
by the French Cabinet to-day. 

M. Marx Dormoy, Minister of the 
Interior, and M. Spinasse, Minister 
of National Economy, were authorised 
by the Cabinet to table a bill, by 
which it is hoped to stabilise the cost 
of living in France, by preventing 
the unjustified raising of prices. 

Under the bill it becomes illegal to 
raise prices beyond a level justified by the 
cost of raw materials, and the cost of 
production dictated by social charges. 
Both wholesale and retail dealers must ask 
the ‘National Price Vigilance Committee 
to approve the prices they propose to 


charge. The Committee will give their 
decision within two weeks. Departmental 
Committees will watch the relation 


between the wholesale factor and retail 
prices. 


THE PENALTIES 


A fine of 500 francs to 100,000 francs 
(about £1,000) will be imy sed upon whole- 
salers who infringe these regulations for 
the first time. For others the fines [cr 
first offences range fiom 16 to 500 francs 
(about £5). 

The authorities’ decision will be posted 
up at the offender’s premises at his ex- 
pense. 

A repetition of the offence may incur 
a period of imprisonment of from one 
month to three years, in addition to a 
fine. 

Offences against the decisions of the 
National Price Vigilance Committee will 
be judged by a Special Price Tribunal. 
from whose decision there will be no 
appeal. 

Offences against the decisions of the De 
partmental Committees will be judged by 
the Correctional Tribunal Courts. 

A list of commodities and articles which 
will be affected by the new law will be 
drawn up by the Minister of National 
Economy.

BRITISH FLYING BOAT’S

A NUMBER of butchers’ shops in 

Belfast were closed to-day in 
consequence of the general strike of 
journeymen butchers, while many 
others were kept open with depleted 
staffs. 

The strike, in which about 500 
men are involved, is the outcome of 
trouble at the Belfast Abattoir. 

Mr. Mark Mayne, chairman of the 
Master Butchers’ Association, stated to-day 
that the Butchers’ Journeymen’s Associa- 
tion graded its members into three classes. 
The first two were shopmen and all-round 
men who were paid at the same rate, and 
the third. were known as hazard men em- 
ployed in slaughtering cattle at the City 
Abattoir. Shopmen were not allowed by 


+ the Asscciation to become all-round men 


until they passed a test under the auspices 
of the Journeymen’s Association. 


CHANGE OF STATUS. 


One master butcher recently had two 

shopmen, both of whom were journeymen 
butchers and members of the latter’s 
Association who wished to change their 
status in this way, and applied for the 
usual test. This was given them, but they 
alleged afterwards, it is stated, that they 
did not give of their best because of the 
big attendance at the test, and they were 
refused change of status. 
_ The Master Butchers’ Association, act- 
ing on the men’s statement, asked for a 
further test before four representatives of 
their Association and four of the Journey- 
men’s Association. The men were at the 
abattoir for the test on Monday evening, 
Mr. Mayné said, when the other workers 
refused to continue their work and the 
strike occurred. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR 


HOSP:TALS 
Mr. McKitterick, secretary of the 


Butchers’ Journeymen’s Association, said 
to-day they did not object to qualified 
employés of the Master Butchers being 
sent to the abattoir to kill cattle. They 
asked that the decision of their Associa- 
tion in regard to these two members should 
be upheld by their employers, and that 
there should be no victimisation for the 
strike. The Association, he said, had made 
arrang»ments for the slaughter of animals 
for hospitals and public institutions: and 
also military barracks. 

Seventeen butchers’ shops of the Belfast 
Co-operative Society in Belfast were closed 
to-day, although the society has no dispute 
with the men's organisation. Should the 
strike continue it will cause serious incon- 
venience to the public, as the supply of 
meat available will gradually be reduced. 


MASTER. BUTCHERS’ 
DECISION 


Representatives of the Ministry of 
Labour attended a meeting of members of 
the Master Butchers’ Association to-night 
at which the strike situation was con- 
sidered, and it was unanimously decided, 
after a full discussion, to maintain the 
present attitude and to fight the strike to 
a finish. Some of the larger butchers, 
it is stated, are considering the advisa- 
bility of opening private slaughter-houses 
outside the city, as they are not per- 
mitted to slaughter on their own premises 
within the city boundary. If this plan 
is carried out it is possible that trouble 
will arise with the Transport Workers’ 
Union.

HERE were angry interruptions 

yesterday when several hundred 
members of the Italian colony in 
Glasgow crowded the Accountants’ 
Hall to hear a statement from the 
Liquidator appointed by the Court in 
regard to the affairs of the Italian 
Bank, Ltd. 

The bank, said the Liquidator, had 
never been on a sound footing, and 
expenses were excessive. A wholly 
wrong impression had been created 
that creditors would eventually be 
paid in full. 

‘‘It is a case for the machine guns,” 
shouted one man in broken English. 

The bank closed its doors in December. 
It had branches in Argyle street, Glasgow, 
and in Edinburgh and Dublin. 

After yesterday’s meeting had appointed 
a committee of inspection to work with 
the Liquidator (Mr. A. G. McBain), the 
statement was delivered first in English 
by the Liquidator and then in Italian by 
a member of the Italian colony. 

The bank, said the Liquidator, had never 
been upon a sound footing. No capital 
had been subscribed for: in cash, and the 
bank had at no time been worked at a 
profit. He explained that the expenses 
of management had been several times 
what they should have been to run the 
bank profitably. | 


BAD FINANCIAL POSITION 


Dealing with the financial position, Mr. 
McBain said that a wholly wrong impres- 
sion had apparently been created that 
creditors would eventually be paid in full. 

The financial position, he added, was 
not only bad, but the realisable assets 
would take a long time to be liquidated. 
Even then the amount to be received from 
these assets in the future could not be 
ascertained with any certainty now. | 

Tt was not correct, said the Liquidator, 
to attribute the position of the bank to 


‘the frozen state of assets in Italy. Deal- 


ing with the assets, he said that the lease 
and fittings of the Glasgow premises, 
valued at £5,000, were actually worth 
about £30. There ws, he commented, great 
carelessnes: in the keeping of the bank’s 
records. 4 

During the reading of the Italian 
version there were interruptions in Eng- 
lish and Italian.

TRIBESMEN ATTACK

RAIDER’S REVENGE FOR 
BROTHER’S DEATH

NEW DELHI, Thursday. 


One British and one Indian soldier have 
been killed, and one British officer, one 
British soldier, and five Indian soldiers 
wounded in an attack by tribesmen on a 
British column in Waziristan. The column 
was carrying out a routine march west of 
Wana, a town of Waziristan, not far from 
the Afghanistan border, when it was fired 
upon by Kharoti tribesmen, led by Guljan, 
a well-known raider. 

For some time Guljan has been seeking 
an opportunity to avenge his brother, who 
was killed in 1933, while riding in the 
Zhob Political Agency. 

The column, which was accompanied by 
aircraft, engaged the tribesmen and in- 
flicted casualties upon them. There was 
no sniping of the column during its halt 
last night, and it is returning to Wana 
to-day.

GOVERNMENT'S BIG 
MAJORITY . 


SIR THOMAS INSKIP'S 
CASE 


Y 329 votes to 145, the House of 
Commons last night carried the 
resolution authorising the Govern< 
ment’s £400,000,000 loan for pur. 
poses of defence. 

Early in the debate Sir Thomas 
Inskip (Minister for the Co-ordina- 
tion of Defence) pointed to the com- 
plete absence from the speeches of 
the Opposition of any attack on any 
of the main items in the White Paper 
programme. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander (Labour), who 
resumed the debate, said that if the Chan- 
cellor, as his supporters seemed to think, 
was the great high priest of capitalist 
finance, he was all the more to be con- 
demned for his present financial policy, 
Had the Labour Government introduced 
such proposals as the Chancellor pre- 
sented on Wednesday it would be the City 
of London who would throw them out on 
the ground of proflligacy of finance. The 
proposed Government expenditure was, 
indeed, both profiligate and unco- 
ordinated. Until the Government proved 
the contrary, the House was entitled to 
assume that the requirements of the re- 
armament programme could have been 
secured at a much more economical figure, 
The Government were adding to the boom, 
and afterwards would come the slump. 
The nation were being asked to pay a bill 
which represented the collective inepti- 
tude, the folly, and, in some instances, 
the dishonesty of the Tory Coalition in 
foreign policy, But for the folly of the 
representatives of the party ——- at 
the Disarmament Conference the use of 
the bombing ‘plane could have been 
abolished. (Ministerial cries of “ No.’’) 

Mr. Churchill—There is not a word of 
truth in that. 

Mr. Alexander said that he preferred to 
believe the evidence of his own eyes when 
he read what Lord Londonderry said after 
he came out of office. The Labour Party 
would oppose at all stages any attempt to 
stampede the country into wholesale arma- 
ments for the purpose of their national 
policy. 


SIR THOMAS INSKIP’S 
STATEMENT 


Sir Thomas Inskip (Minister for Co- 
ordination of Defence) said that it was 
quite inaccurate to say that in this matter 
the Government were asking for a blank 
cheque. Every single penny of expendi- 
ture would be submitted to the House in 
the ordinary way through the estimates. 
As to the right honourable gentleman's 
observations about the boom and the slump 
which was to. follow, he found it a little 
difficult to reconcile his theories about the 
boom with the satisfaction felt in every 
town and in the country where there was 
any prospect of receiving orders in connec- 
tion with the Government programme. 

The Government were asked the reason 
for the very large total of expenditure. 
His reply was that one could never calcu- 
late safely on a narrow margin. It was 
conceivable that in the course of the five 
years it might be necessary to ask for 
more, or it might be possible to ask for 
less. Expenditure was worth while if it 
meant safety. This country must always 
be safe against a foreign foe, and all this 
talk about the ambiguity of the Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy fell into its proper 
place once it was realised that the task of 
the Government must be to make it certain 
that no foreign foe would prevail over us, 
(Cheers.) _ 

The Government, fortunately, enjoyed 
in the world an unassailable credit. That 
was an asset. Was it to be supposed that 
they would wrap this talent in a napkin 
and never use it? The fate of those who 
did that was outer darkness and gnashing 
of teeth. (Laughter. ) 

As to the position of the Dominions in 
‘this matter they should let them speak for 
themselves through their accredited repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. Alexander—You are asking us to 
pay for their defence. 

Sir Thomas Inskip said that that was 
not so. They were asking this country to 
pay for the defence of the colonies and 
dependencies of those parts of the 
Empire on which they relied so much for 
raw materials. The Dominions were, of 
course, conscious of their association with 
this country, and were making their-own 
preparations at their own expense for 
their own defence. | 

A good deal had been said about the 
pooling of defences and collective security, 
but that ought not to be allowed to ob- 
scure the duty of national security, 
Whether collective security was, or was 
not, at the present moment alive, this 
country could not abandon the task of 
defending itself. 


AMMUNITION RESERVES 


As to the reserves of ammunition, they 
were calculated with a view to the possi- 
bilities or emergencies that might arise in 
many different fields, and always with 
the idea that we should have a sufficient 
reserve to carry us over the period be- 
tween the outbreak of war and the time 
when the full force of the Government 
and other factories would come into opera- 
tion. They were building factories now, 
so that they should be available if the 
need arose. 

With regard to food supplies, he said 
that control and rationing had been pro- 
vided for, but the purpose of the plans 
they had in mind could be defeated by 
premature disclosure of the steps the 
Government were to take. 

The Opposition, he went on, had not 
questioned the size of, or the necessity 
for, the Government’s programme. Other 
nations were watching us, and they were

AMENDING THE 
IMPORTS BILL 


MINISTER'S VIGOROUS 
REPLY TO CRITICS 


w. á 


NTRODUCING the second stage of the 
Control ot Imports (Amendment) Bill, 
1936, in the Dail yesterday, 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
(Mr. LEMASS) said that the purpose of the 
bill was to effect a number of comparstively 
minor adjustments in the provision of the 
Controt of Imports Act, 1924, none of which 
changed the principle of the Act, but which 
arose during the experience of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce in /its ad- 
ministration of the Act. They were in the 
main designed to make more elastic in some 
instances the machinery of the gi Act 
for the regulation of imports. The principal 
Act provided that the Executive Council 
should be empowered to make quota orders. 
It had been found impossible to exercise the 
provisions of the Act for that purpose and 
provide for certain exceptions from the 
genera! prohibition of imports effected by a 
quota order. 

It was now proposed to remedy this defect 
and tc provide for quota freedom in the 
matter of defining exemption from general 
prohibitions. It was aiso considered desir- 
able to make more flexible the provisions of 
the principal Act im the case of special quotas. 
Provision was also made for the removal of 
persons from the register cf importers. but it 
did not seriously affect the rights of 
individuais. 


RAMPANT TARIFF POLICY 
Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that he 


could not accept the Minister s statement that 
the bill seas go no new priúciple. Section 5 
of the bill was designed, he said, to complete 
what was to him, and to the members of his 
party, “the odious and dangerous structure 
of the quota system in this country.” They 
gladly took the opportunity of accepting the 
challenge which they took the bill to be from 
Fianna Fail on the general question of what 
attitude this country should take in the future 
of trade and international commerce. 

Fianna Fail, by the introduction of that 
bill, finally presented itself to the public ¢s 
the ‘‘sky-high tariff and quota party.” The 
United Ireland Party differentiated between 
itself and Fianna Fail as a party wich 
regarded all quotas as fundamentally, economi- 
cally and politically unsound. They stood as 
a moderate tariff party against the rampant 
tariff policy of the Government. There was 
one effective method of blocking trade, and 
that was by armed force and the bodies cf 
human beings. If the Fianna Fai! tariff 
policy was to be followed by all countries, 
then war was inevitable. It was thought that 
trade could be strangled gradually, but that 
could not be done, and they had before them 
the object-lesson of other nations who thought. 
they could do so, and who were now struggling 
to extricate themselves from the morass into 
which they unconsciously had fallen. 


OTHER COUNTRIES’ 
EFFORTS 


Mr. Runciman, President of the British 
Boar:l of ‘Trade, was at present in, Washington 
trying to break down the economic barriers 
that prevented trade between Great Britain 
and the United States ; the Scandinavian grou 
was trying to break down the tavift 
barriers, and recent events in France, 
brought on by a policy of _ self-suffi- 
ciency, had resulted im the small 
savings of the peasants and small bourgeoisie 
of France being greatly reduced by the same 
policy. © Deputies, he said, should ask them- 
selves if the same might not happen in this 
country. 

The Irish people were always ready to make 
sacrifices when national honour was at stake, 
but the sacrifices which Government policy 
asked them to make were quite unnecessar 
and could do nothing to exalt the indopestl 
ence of the Irish people. On the contrary, 
they were bound sooner or later to lead this 
country into a position which mght gravely 
contpromise its independence and shatter its 
economic life. —. 

Economi: self-sufficiency might be secured 
behind a hedge of bayonets and a wall 
of dead bodies, but even then only for a 
time. Without them it was a will-o’-the-wisp 
that never would be caught. 


SELF-SUFFICIENCY FAILURE 


Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (U.1., National 
University) said that in no. country had 
national self-sufficiency proved a success. The 
movement started m Ottawa five years ago— 
and would be brought further next summer— 
was designed to bring about free trade 
among the nations of the British Common- 
wealth—an association to which they were 
glad to belong for the good of their country. 

“ While we are becoming more anu more 
infatuated with this nonsense of tarrff 
barriers,” he said, ‘‘the other nations of the 
world are trying to get themselves free of 
the samme shackles.’’ The Minister had referred 
to the amount of employment that had been 
found as a result of tariffs. He suggested 
that if those engaged in building and on relref 
schemes were deducted, whole-time occupa- 
tions had not found occupations for more than 
5,000 people. 

The tariff activities of the Government in 
five years meant that in certain groups the 
consumers were paying something additional 
to an increased cost of 124 millions for a net 
increased production of 24 millions, including 
subsidies. 

No country outside the Free State under 
the Fianna Fail Government had attempted 


such a blatant injustice as to tax the income } 


of the poor through the necessities of life. 
The man living on unemployment assistance 
or home assistance had to subscribe to the 
taxation of the State, a state of things which 
indicated the pitch to which the country had 
been brought by the impact of the mad tariff. 
movement 


THE PRICES COMMISSION 


Mr. McGILLIGAN said it was difficult to 
be serious about the Prices Commission, and 
it would be wrong to do that body any 
injustice, for it had been set an impossible 
task. A more ineffective body never 
functioned in the Free State. It was asked 
to do what had never been accomplished in 
any other country, except in war-time. Some 

ersons were undoubtedly getting benefit 
rom tariffs, but the consumer was paying 
outrageous prices. They were expecting to 
have the coal-cattle pact renewed this. vear. 
What an amazing change there had been 
since the campaign of ‘‘ We won't burn 
British coal.’’ They had had a tariff against 
it, then a quota in favour of it, and against 
everything else, and now they were hanging 
around with their heads in their hands 
wondering if they would get the coal. The 
bill was fiddling with insignificances and was 

ong to arouse an anger that might drag 
own the capitalist system, for it maintained 
the abuses of that system and none of its 


virtues. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—It is a modest estimate 
that 60,000 persons left this country for 
Isritain in the last three years: a very modest 
estimate. (Opposition ‘‘ Hear, hear.) 

Continuing, he said that what had hap- 
pened was that the Government plan to cure 


unemployment had failed and, as the Minister 


for Agriculture had admitted, they had been 
too optimistic. .

BRITISH QUOTAS 


The British Government had pat quotas 


on Free State imports, and they had got to 
be in the position to say to countries with 
which they were trading that they were pre- 
pared to take from those countries specified 
quantities of goods in return for specified 
quantities of goods from this catepaa That 
wag why the bill was necessary. ey, in 
this country, had had experience of free 
trade—more experience than any European 
country. During that period they had learned 
a bitter lesson It might have been that 
certain classes of people had benefited during 
that period. The production of live stock, un- 
doubtedly, had increased, During that 
period they had to make for the benefit 
secured by that small section by hardships 
which had been imposed upon the great 
majority, 

Their experience. had been a bitter one, 
and in the light of it it would be a rash 
man who would tell the Irish people that he 
would set out to restore those conditions. If 
the tariff policy had failed elsewhere, why 
had no other country of its own accord 
abandoned it and returned to the policy of 
free trade? 


MORE EMPLOYED 


The increases in employment resulting from 
all the activities of the Government was 
about 75,000, and the average spell of em- 
ployment had also increased in length as 
compared with 1941. According to the partial 
census of industrial production which was 
taken annually, and from which a number of 
important industries were excluded, the 
number employed in 1929 was 47,439. In 
1931 that had fallen to 44,819. From 1931 
to 1935, the latest year for which figures 
were available, they had an increase of 
25,000, and there had been a substantial in- 
crease during last year, but the figures would 
not be available until June or July. 

He could not, he said, find a single in- 


dustry in which there had been any sub- 
stantial increase in the number of unem- 
ployed. In comparison with their total 


population there were 3.1 per cent. of the 
total population of the Free State unem- 
ployed, as compared with 3.7 in Britain, and 
in Northern Ireland the percentage was 
a double in comparison with the total 
opulation. Between 1927 and 1931 the num- 
er of persons employed in agriculture de- 
creased by 29,000. Since then the number 
had gone up. 

Continuing, Mr. Lemass said: ‘‘ Last year 
the number of permanent and temporary 
agricultural workers employed for wages was 
the highest ever recorded in the twenty-six 
counties.” They were told that the popula- 
tion was going down, but it was not. It was 
true that the Census of 1936 showed a slight 
diminiuton in population as compared with 
1926, but to assume that that diminution was 
continuous throughout the whole period 
would he entirely fallacious, There was a 
sharp drop in population until 1931, but there 
had been a steady rise in population since 
then. . 

Mr. MULCAHY—Surely the Minister is 
aware that the population is now falling. 

The MINISTER said that between 1931 and 
1956 there was an increase of 21,000 in the 
population. 


_ EMIGRATION 

The Opposition was very much concerned 
about emigration now, he continued. Fianna 
Fail regretted the continued existence of the 
circumstances which still ovcasioned emigra- 
tion. They could not contract to repair im 
four years the damage done by their prede- 
cessors over a period of ten years. -In 1931 
nobody knew the number of unemployed in 
this country, and I take off my hat to my 


predecessors, he said, for the measures 
they took to conceal it It was 
not until the passing of the Unem- 
ployment Assistance Act in 1934. that 


the numbers could be. accurately ascertained, 
For the first time there was an indication of 
the existence of unemployment here, and in 
every year since then there had been a sub- 
stantial decrease. From 1935 to 1 alone 
a decrease of 20 per cent. was recor@ed. 

It was ridiculous, if not worse, for Deputy 
McGilligan to say that the tariff policy was 
responsible for the tax on tea and sugar. It 
used to be the practice, continued the 
Minister, for the enterprising business man to 
put his money and enterprise into a business 
without Government aid or subsidy. It used 
to be—but where? It was pot in this 
country In fact, the man was conspicuous 
by his absence, even when Deputy McÓilligan 
was Minister íor Industry and Commerce. 

'“In my opinion,” said the Minister, “the 
man in this country who will put his money 
into an industry without Government, assist- 
ance «deserves to lose his money. Certainly 
he would be more of a philanthropist than 
an enterprising business man. It is not 
possible for the people of this country to live 
on its own resources side by side with the 
greatest. industrial country in the world and 
with the other great manufacturing nations 
within easy distance.” 


PROTECTION NECESSARY 


It was not possible, he continued, for a 
country of 3,000,000 people to develop its 
industrial activity without protection, and it 
was sheer nonsense to pretend that a business 
man could make good without assistance. 
They had learned by experience that it could 
not be done, and that a policy of moderate 
taxation was merely a policy of taxation. It 
was not until the Control of Imports Act 
was passed that effective protection could be 
given. The results of the protection it gave 
were noticeable in every one of the industries 
concerned. 

“I invite the Opposition to vote against 
this bill,” concluded the Minister. “This is 
an election year, and the best thing they can 
do to: ensure the re-election of Fianna Fail is 
to vote against the bill,” 

The second stage was passed by 60 votes 
to 4). and the Committee stage was fixed 
provisionally for next Wednesday. 


GAELTACHT SERVICES 
Submitting a supplementary estimate of 
£10 for Gaeltaclit services, Mr. O'GRADY, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Lands, said he wished to make it clear that 
additional funds were not needed under the 
estimate. The real purpose was to secure the 
sanction of the Dail for extra statutory pay- 
ments made or to be made within the present 
financial year to which the power conferred 
on the Minister by the Housing (Gaeltacht) 

(Amendment) Act, 1934, did not extend.

IRISH VESSEL'S RUN 
OF ILL-LUCK

From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


WATEREORD, Thursday. 


HE seventy-year-old sailing vessel, 
33 Brooklands, arrived in Waterford Port 
to-day, after a series of adventures, 
covering a period of seventy-two days. She 
left Gloucester on December 9th, Jaden with 
salt for Enniscorthy, Co. Wexford, and for 
Messrs. H. Denny and Son, Ltd., Waterford, 
After leaving Gloucester she ran into an 
ocean tramp, The Houlea, off The Mumbles 
lighthouse, on Chrigtmas Eve. As a result of 
the collision part of her bowsprit and her 


headgear were carried away, and she 
sustained serious damage to her jibs. She 


made water for a few days, during which all 
hands were at the pumps alternately, but 
succeeded in getting into Swansea on 
Christmas Day. At the latter port it took 
a fortnight to get the vessel ready for sea 
again, and she then set out gallantly with 
all sail set. Proceeding down-Channel, she 
encountered a fierce southerly gale and was 
forced to run for shelter into the Angle. Roads 
at, Milford Haven. Whilst there she had the 
further misfortune of fouling her anchors, and 
dragged to the lea shore. To prevent disaster 
all sails were set to get the ship to windward, 
but as soon as this had been effected a scuall 
arose, during which she lost her foresail, 
mizzen, boom jib, port anchor, and fifteen 
fathom of chain. That happened on January 
3rd, and, dirty weather continuing, she had 
to remain until Frilay, February 12th. 

Again “ she set sail,” but for days was 
buffeted by southerly gales, until she sighted 
the Coningbeg Lighthouse on Friday evening 
last at five o’clock, 


LAND IN SIGHT . 


With the spectacle of land off her star- 
board, hope cheering her tiny crew of five 
men, the wind suddenly veered to north, and 
the crew hurriedly reefed canvas to bring 
the ship to windward, and eventually Dun- 
more Kast Harbour was made in safety at 10 
o'clock on Saturday morning last. tere a 
pilot wag picked up, and the Brooklauds left 
for Watefford. Inside the harbour feul 
weather again forced the craft to anchor in 
Passage Roads, until favourable weather 
enabled her to resume her much-interrupted 
voyage to Waterford port. 

he Brooklands, which is 138 tons gross, is 
the only sailing ship under the Free State 
ensign. She is an old sailer, and never 
possessed any auxiliary power. Nevertheless 
she has visited most ports in the world. She 
is owned and skippered by Mr. John Creenan, 
Ballincurra, Co, Cork, whose son, Mr. 
Christopher Creenan, is mate. The remainder 
of her crew belong to New Ross, Co. Wex- 
ford. They are: Martin McGrath, Patrick 
Monaghan and Joseph Flynn. 

Food ran short at one period, when she 
was unable to make land at any point, and 
the crew had to be rationed.

From Our CoRKESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 
Pa King's Bench Division was crowded 


again to-day when the action for libel 
~ brought by Mr. 0. W. Geary, director 
of music to the Royal Artillery Band, Wool- 


wich, and formerly bandmaster of the Ist 
Battalion the Border Regiment, was con- 
tinued. Mr. Geary -contends that he was 


libelled in three. letters written by Mr. E. 
Godfrey Brown, musical director of the Bel- 
fast B.B.C. Station. 

Mr. Brown, who is alleged to have con- 
ducted the B.B.C. ‘brass band from . Belfast 
under the name of Edward Furness, also 
claims damages against Mr. Geary for alleged 
libel in a letter written by Mr. Geary to 
Mr. Charles Rollins, secretary of the Northern 
Ireland. Bands’ Association. 

Evidence was given to-day by Mr. Harry 
Juhnston, bandmaster of the 2nd Battalion 
the North Staffordshire Regiment, who denied 
that the bandmasters of the three regiments 
then stationed in the Northern Ireland district 
met and agreed upon a plen to boycott the 
B.B.C. He declared: “ We never met under 
the same roof the whole time I was in tre- 
land.” His band broadcast on more than one 
occasion for the B.B.C. for £20; inclvsitve of 
expenses.. He first learned from Mr. MacBain, 
bandmaster of the King’s Royal Rifle Corps, 
who gave him a document that the acceptance 
of a fee of £20 was a transgression’ of Army 
Regulations. : 


“A TRAVESTY AND A JOKE” 


Major H. E. Evans Atkins, Mus. Bac., 
Director of the Kneller School of Music, 
declared that “‘no competent musician of re- 
pute could describe the Belfast B.B.C. brass 
band as anything else but a travesty and a 
joke of a brass band.” 

Mr. Lowry—Was there a difference in the

He had been one of our illustrious band- 
masters. 

Mr. Justice Brown—The greater the con- 
ductor the better the performance the band 
is likely to give ?’—Yes. 

Mr. Lowry—Talking of illustrious con- 
ductors, have you ever heard Mr. E. Fur- 
ness, the brass band conductor? (Langhter.) 
I have seen his name in the Radio Times. 

Mr.. Martin H. Logan proved a transcript 
of shorthand notes of a meeting at the B.B.C., 
in September, taken at the request of Mr. 
Rollins. ; 

Charles Rollins said there were 100 to 112 
amateur bands in the Northern Ireland Band 
Association. They consisted of workingmen. 
Mr. Geary adjudicated at band contests. 

On September 17, 1935, a deputation of 
his association went to the B.B.C. to see 
what they were going to do for the bands. 

They had heard of the formation of this 
brass band, with E. Furness in charge, and 
had also heard the fees they were paying, 
and in comparison with what they were pay- 
ing our bands we thought it ridiculous. 


ORIGINAL OF LETTE& 
DESTROYED 


Questioned about the original of a letter 
written by Mr. Geary to him, the witness 
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Mr. Black—Why did you destroy it?— 
Because it was a personal letter to me, and 
I had no right to hand it to Mr. Marshall 
without the consent of Mr. Geary. 

Did Mr. Brown start any proceedings 
against you for libel ?—No. 

David Bain. formerly an orchestral player 
with the B.B.C., said that his contract, which 
was from year to year at £312, had now 
terminated. 

‘Mr. Lowry—What name was given as the 
conductor of this brass band on the occasions 
it went on the air when you were playing ’— 
The name in the Radio Times was Mr. 
Edward Furness, and that name was also 
announced. 

Questioned as to the.composition of the 
brass band, witness said it was mainly pro- 
fessional, with one or two amateurs. 

Mr. Lowry—What were the occupations of 
the amateurs?—Four, in particular, were 
personal friends of mine, and I suggested 


them to Mr. Brown. One was an electrician, 
another was the manager of the Belfast 
Plaza, another a furniture dealer, and 


another was employed in the spinning mill 
in York street. 

Any others?—Those are the four of my 
friends. There was still another who had 
a fish and chip saloon. 

It was quite incorrect for Mr. Marshall to 
say it was professional?—If he knew tha 
facts, it is incorrect. 

Mr. Warnock (cross-examining)—It was 


you who asked Mr. Godfrey Brown to take 


these men on’—It was. 

You must have considered they were per- 
fectly competent for the job ?—I did. 

And you still do?--I still think so. 


A MAJOR’S AMAZEMENT 


Major H. E. Evans Atkins, Mus.Bac.. an 
Army director of music, said he had 364 
years’ experience of military music. His 
duty was the handling and training of all 
military bandmasters. He trained the band 
of 1.000 performers at Wemblev. 

Witness said that the normal brass band 
number was 24 at Jeust. 

Asked for an opinion of the band, the wit- 
ness replied: “I should say that it isa 
travesty of a brass band. For one thing, 
trumpets. Who ever heard of trumpets 
in a brass band? The whole essential 
characterist ic—— 

Mr. Justice Brown—Wait a moment, wait 
a moment. 

Witness—l am afraid I am rather ene 
thusiastic on this subject. 

Witness went on to sav that brass bands 
use cornets, which were as different from 
trumpets as whiskey trom milk. 

Mr. Justice Brown—Can you not give us 
a clearer expianation? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Lowry—Something we can all under- 
stand. 

Mr. Warnock—Mr. Lowry does not drink 
milk. (Laughter.) : 

Witness said that there was no clarinet in 
a brass band. 

He was then asked—-Have you heard the. 
Northern Ireland Brass Band on the wireless? 
—Yes, several times—out of sheer curiosity. 
(Laughter. ) i 

Has any other region got a brass band?— 
They have not a permanent brass band. 


TONE WAS ALL WRONG 


Tell what you found when you listened to 
this brass band’—Well, the first time I heard 
it I was very amazed. I wondered how it was 
possible for such a joke of a wireless combina: 
tion to get on the wireless. (Laughter.) I 
am speaking now as a musician, I think I 
should be right in saying that no competent 
musician of 1epute could describe it as any- 
thing else but a travesty and a joke as a 
brass’ band. 

Tell us what was wrong?—It was entirely 
unorthodox. The tone of it was entirely 
different to any brass band I have ever heard, 
The generai tone of the band was all wrong. 
By tone I mean the general ensemble efiect. 

Mr. Justice Brown—-It is sufficient to say 
the music produced by this brass band was 
unlixe the music produced by any other brass 
band. 

Witness—Very good. 

Mr. Lowry—From your listening could you 
see whether or not there was the tull quota of 
performers ”— As a matter of fact, I thought 
there were fewer performers then than we 
discovered this morning. 

Asked about the Foden’s and Black Dyke 
Banas, witness said that there was no com- 
parison between the B.B.C. Brass Band and 
these bands. It was like comparing a baby in 
arms to a big, strong man, 


HIS OPINION OF WORTH

foist a band on the air as a brass band, under 
an ordinary orchestra conductor, under a 
false name, he should call it most. corrupt.

PLANTING OF VINES. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
/'smes, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
Further to our remarks on the preparation of 

borders for vines, we would suggest that 
in the sele¢tion of young canés none but 
strong, well ripened ones should be 
planted ; stunted or starved or excésstvely 
soft and luxuriant canes to be dvoided. 
Qne matter, frequently overlooked by 
amateurs, is the distance from thé glass 
at which the training wires should be 
placed. Jt is a common mistake to train 
vinés too near the glass; the. young 
growth become crowded ahd the Lesvos 
forced up againet the glass until they are 
almost useless, aid it is not surprising 
that they are scorched or injured in other 
ways. f-crowding should, therefore, 
be avoided by keeping tie wires at léast 
a foot, or more in large vinéries, from 
the glass.
